ulti/ately, it was decided to take him from New £ork, whei&hefc<I been about a week. Be- 
fore they could Icjae lieu York, before they planned to, Olson went through the win- 
iiow and died. The family was lied to the widow had tho liard task of raising three 
children without their father and .'ithout hit 5 income. Some of the Hetrick people involved 
were unhappy about the whole thing and supported th.. family when, when the children were 
grown, thojj decied to sue tho CIA. Tliey got a ^Cluyer unknown to me in 1 hiladolphia -ahd he 
settled for tho disgracefully inadequate sum of ^750,000, approved by the C^Rgrcss. With 
t.he costs and nh.it t:ho lawyer got off tho top divided four ways that came to very little.

who in college found it mentioned in some psycliolo.y reatling. So, they wonted some fertile 
duck eggs, and they’d hoard of my iJ eace u orp projects that the AP dubbed "Geese for 

/Peace." They phoned mo, ^was f aioili .r with Lordnz* work and had done a little of it 

myself, and asked for duck eggs. When 1 learned what they had in mind I sag ested that 
tliey have a parent drive them down and I*d give them instead a fev/ goose eggs and an 
incubator. It was past the normal breeding season but I had three fertile Whina goose eggs. 
I think it was Eric who drove them down. Thpy did their project in tho Creed attic and 
m won a top prize. Tliey taught one of tho two goslings that hat- lied (two of three 









was not bad for the primitive incubator and for their inexperience) that its mother 

was a toy stuffed skunk. The other was idle control. I got them attention in the ^Baltimore 

Sun and for it Eric took the pictures. He wa3 a pretty good photographer. 

After college Eric taught in a local elementary school. He phoned and asked me it 
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I'd speak to Ids class. I did, those kids were bright and asked feasible questions. One 
was the daiiiiiAer or a friend. 

IText I heard of Eric lie was with the Arnold & Poster law firm, one of the more 
prestigious in VJashington, doing some kind of environmental work. 

It is now reported that lie i3 a psychologist. 

It turns out tliat the only contemporaneous investigation of Olson* s death was by the 
Cia. x t investigated itself, lining its Office of Security. The di-eclcT sed \eports were 
grossly inadequate, but the CIA „did cover its own ass. I do not have a clear enough re- 
collection of them to recall whether they hold the basis for Brie Olson' s suspicion that 
he father was tin* own or pushed tlirough tliat windon. 0/f Tv he said that the hotel people 
told him his father liacl to havo been puslied through i±. 

Ilejl/Jso daid tliat the motive was that his father could have pulled the plug on the 
CIA's mind-bending experiments. I do not have any reason to believe that in advance of 
the LSD being used on liim he had any knowledge of it but, perhaps Eric meant that the 
experience alone was enough to expose wliat tho CIA war, doing. I do recall tliat about - 
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20 years ago I registered a movie script, The Defenestration of Henry Cditt," in Hollywood 
through a friend who's spent liis life on the production end of movies and who phoned 
jrjpt a few days ago, on I Memorial Day. 

Lil believes, and I am inclined to agree with her, tliat Eric held off until his 
mother died in deference to what he knew oV believed her feelings would be. The daughter 
as I recall died some years auo in a plane accident. Ilis brotlier /^ls is a local" den- 
tist. It hap ens tliat our dentist v/as for a while in practise v/ith ils. 

Tho family usod wliat it gi^5 from the CIA for a building it planned would be used by 
medical people as a memorial to Frank. Tliat v/as not very successful and from time to time 
there have beun vacancies. I know tliat for a time a real estate office was in it. It in 
on Baughman ' s lane, on tli^ame side as th ffollday Inn and about lialf-way between it and 
Shooks town Road. 

I have no idea wliat an examination of the body can disclose after all these many 
yooT3 and after so violent a fall tliat could inditfcjjfie tliat Olson v/as pushed or thrown 
tlirough the window. I suppose tliat tvaces of other chemicals might still be detected. 
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Whan ^ mailed Gerry Ginocchio the Olson story in yeste.^ay* local papers I had no 
idea that a£ today's siaxy in the V/a hington Post dii closes, that the NY Statler 
Hotel’s night manager had not been interviewed by the 01$ in its investigation 
by its Office of Security or that, if he had been, with the names excised, what 
he told the Post would not be included in that supposed investigation, I say this 
on memory and may bo wrong but I do not remember anything in that investigation as 
disclosed that says the night manager did not believe he had jumped through the 
window dt that it was "closed with the shade pulled down." That man, Ormond Pastore, 
claims to remember the matter "like it was yesterday,*' that Cssan was still alive* when 
he saw him on the sidewalk and that Olson tried to talk to him.
